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War Service Committee Discusses Postwar PROBLEMS 


The War Service Committee met De- 
cember 14 with representatives of many 
groups to discuss war and postwar dental 
problems. The meeting was held in 
Washington with the following present:

Among the topics discussed were the 
status of predental and dental students, 
the status of future dental graduates, the 
release of dentists by the armed forces for 
necessary civilian practice and teaching, 
refresher and postgraduate courses for 
returning dental officers, the War 
Manpower Commission’s apprenticeship 
training program and the disposal of 
surplus property. 
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Excerpts from the report of the War 
Service and Postwar Planning Commit- 
tee follow: 


DENTAL STUDENTS.-—As a result of this 
conference, it was brought forcefully to 
the attention of those in attendance that 
the situation with respect to the enroll- 
ment of future students in dental schools 
is precarious and that, unless some action 
is taken by the Government, the dental 
schools in 1945 will face a distinct short- 
age in enrollment. The latest facts in this 
situation have been assembled and will be 
available to the respective governmental 
agencies for consideration. 

Discussions also revolved around the 
question of more intensive education of 
high school students, to increase their 
interest in obtaining a dental education, 
and definite plans to this end are being 
given consideration by the Council on 
Dental Education and the American 
Association of Dental Schools. 


FUTURE GRADUATES.—The status of fu- 
ture dental graduates was considered and 
it was reiterated by Maj. Gen. Robert H. 
Mills that all senior classes starting as of 
July 18, 1944 and finishing in the spring 
of 1945, and enrolled under the AST 
Program, would be commissioned by the 
Army, if found physically qualified. The 
program of the Navy is still in effect 
and will be continued indefinitely or un- 
til such time as the Navy’s requirements 
may demand a change in policy. In the 
future, those graduates not under the 
jurisdiction of the Army or the Navy, 
and with no opportunity for commissions 
in the armed forces, would continue to be 
declared essential by Procurement and 
Assignment Service, because of the over- 
all national shortage of dentists and their 
need in internships, eleemosynary insti- 
tutions, critical areas, industry, etc. The 
latter situation, however, is being given 
careful consideration by the War Service 
and Post-War Planning Committee and 
Procurement and Assignment Service, to 


the end that no abuse may be allowed 
under this system. 


RELEASE OF DENTAL OFFICERS.—The re- 
lease of dentists by the armed forces for 
necessary civilian practice or teaching 
was discussed by the chiefs of the armed 
forces and the executive officer of the 
Procurement and Assignment Service, 
While no definite promise could be given 
at the present time because of the critical 
nature of the war situation, the chiefs 
of the armed forces assured the commit- 
tee that every effort would be made to 
release dentists qualified for teaching 
purposes who were not performing essen. 
tial work in the service. In cases of 
communities appealing for the return of 
dentists to care for the civilian popula- 
tion, these instances would likewise be 
thoroughly investigated and relief given 
when it would not act to the detriment 
of the Dental Corps. The executive of- 
ficer of Procurement and Assignment 
Service assured the group that his board 
would support any justifiable appeals 
along this line. 


REFRESHER COURSES. — Representatives 
of the Council on Dental Education and 
the American Association of Dental 
Schools, with others, discussed the sub- 
ject of refresher courses thoroughly. The 
chairman of the War Service and Post- 
War Planning Committee presented fig- 
ures substantiating the requests of dental 
officers for additional training, on the 
basis of 5,282 questionnaires checked and 
tabulated. The figures in Tables 1 and 2

representative from the War Manpower 
Commission presented information on 
this subject, with special reference to 
the program of the Ohio Laboratory 
Guild. This program appears to be com- 
prehensive and interesting, and because 
it is of great importance, it was recom- 
mended that the details thereof be pre- 
pared and transmitted to the Council on 
Dental Education, the American Associ- 
ation of Dental Schools and the Com- 
mittee on Prosthetic Dental Service, for 
their careful consideration. The Gov- 
ernment representative stated. that the 
War Manpower Commission would be 
more than pleased to receive any recom- 
mendations or assistance from the Amer- 
ican Dental Association before the pro- 
gram was put into operation. 

SURPLUS PROPERTY. — There appeared 
before the committee a representative 
of the Surplus Property Division of the 
Treasury Department, who explained 
the present method for the disposal of 
surplus property under the direction of 
the Treasury Department. Briefly, this 
arrangement permits the advertisement 
for sale of various dental equipment and 
materials to the lowest responsible bid- 
der. He stated that there was no pro- 
vision for direct purchase of individual 
items, which means, of course, that these 
items will probably fall into the hands 
of jobbers, as was the case after World 
War I. Up to the present time, no appre- 
ciable amount of dental equipment or 
supplies considered of sufficient impor- 
tance has been made surplus by the armed 
forces, and such an amount may not be 
for some time because of the war situa- 
tion. The committee and others present 
emphasized to this representative the 
necessity for giving to the veteran dental 
officer, on his return, an opportunity to 
purchase equipment and supplies, and 
while the representative stated that such 
could not be accomplished under the 
present directive of the Treasury Depart- 
ment, an opportunity would be granted 


representatives of the American Dental 
Association to present their views to the 
new Surplus Property Board appointed 
by the President. It will be remembered 
that the House of Delegates approved a 
resolution at its recent meeting giving 
the returning dental officer priority in 
these purchases, to be followed by 
schools, hospitals, etc., with instructions 
that these recommendations be placed 
before the Surplus Property Board, 
when organized. This will, of course, be 
done, and it is to be hoped that this 
board, with the assistance of the repre- 
sentatives of the American Dental Asso- 
ciation, will work out an equitable pro- 
gram. 

VETERANS ADMINISTRATION TO AID 
DENTISTS ON RETURN TO PRACTICE 


After the first world war, returning 
dental officers were frequently assigned 
on their own request to perform dental 
rehabilitation services for war veterans, 
then being provided by the U. S. Pub- 
lic Health Service. 

The War Service Committee of the 
American Dental Association recently di- 
rected an inquiry concerning the con- 
tinuation of this program to the United 
States Public Health Service. The reply 
of William T. Wright, Jr., Surgeon 
General, follows: 

“This program was inaugurated by 
the Public Health Service in 1919 and 
is still in operation in isolated areas 
where we do not have necessary dental 
facilities to render dental care to our 
beneficiaries. 

“Upon the establishment of the Vet- 
erans Administration in 1922, aesimilat 
program was put into operation by them. 
It is assumed, upon the cessation of hos- 
tilities, the Veter'ans Administration will 
resume this program. If this is done, 
the services of those dentists who have 
participated in this way will be utilized 
and they will be aided in the reestab 
lishment of their civilian practice.”

Hicu Point or 1944 A.D.A.

During 1944, the American Dental 
Association reached a peak of 60,665 
members in all classes, according to a 
recent announcement by the General 
Secretary, Harry B. Pinney. This mem- 
bership, the largest in the history of the 
Association, represents an increase of 
more than 10,000 fnembers in the past 
five years. The peak of membership 
since 1940 follows: 1940, 49,876; 1941, 
51,496; 1942, 56,098; 1943, 58,829.

DENTAL LEGISLATION 


Butt Proposes CREATION OF 
FEDERAL DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH 


The establishment of a federal depart- 
ment of health with a secretary in the 
President’s cabinet was proposed in a bill 
introduced January 11 by Rep: A. L. 
Miller, Nebraska. This department would 
be put in charge of all of the health ac- 
tivities of the federal government. 

A department under a secretary of 
health, Representative Miller said, would 
reduce expense and increase efficiency. 
He stated that the Federal Security 
Agency now operates twelve separate 
health services and that, in addition, 
twenty other governmental agencies Op- 
erate health programs of various types. 
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But or DenTAL INTEREST 
iw Many State LEGISLATURES 


Many bills of denta] interest have 
been introduced in the various state leg- 
jslatures. The following summary of 
such legislation has been made by the 
Committee on Legislation of the Amer- 
jean Dental Association, Carl O. Flag- 
stad, chairman. 
cairorniA.—A. 449 creates a state 
health insurance system. 


/mnprana.—H. 46 provides for the licens- 


ing of dental hygienists and establishes 
rules and regulations therefor. H. 9 
amends dental practice act to permit re- 
yocation of licenses of persons who have 
been guilty of gross immorality or who 
break faith with a client. 

fowa.—S. 55 defines as unprofessional 
conduct the quoting of a price before 
consultation by a dentist, physiciarf, sur- 
geon, osteopath, podiatrist, nurse or op- 
tometrist. 

MARYLAND.—S. 86 extends the provisions 
for nonprofit hospital service to include 
medical and dental care. 


MASSACHUSETTS.—H. 673 provides for 
an investigation and study by the de- 
partment of public health relative to 
decay of the teeth resulting from a lack 
of fluorine. S. 274 further regulates the 
practice of dentist, dental hygienists and 
other persons practicing dentistry. 


NEW YORK.—A. 109 and S. 217 permits 
injured employes in workmen’s compen- 
sation cases to select their own dentists. 
§. 230 provides for licensing of dental 
technicians by the department of educa- 
tion, fixes educational and other quali- 
fications for practice, creates a state board 
of examiners and provides for registra- 
tion and prohibits advertising of prices 
and undue attraction of customers. 


OKLAHOMA.—H. 77 creates a state board 
of health. 


PENNSYLVANIA.—H. 171 provides for 
complete dental and medical examina- 
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tion of all school children and teachers, 
to be administered through the depart- 
ment of health. 

SOUTH CAROLINA.—H. 50 is a resolution 
memorializing the national Congress to 
pass the bill of Hon. James E. Murray, 
Senator from Montana, to establish a 
national institute of dental research. 
SOUTH DAKOTA.—S. 49 creates within 
the state board of health a division of 
dental health and provides for a direc- 
tor. 

WASHINGTON.—S. 6 provides for the 
establishment of a dental and medical 
school; for the operation and main- 
tenance of schools of medicine and den- 
tistry at the University of Washington, 
and for making emergency funds avail- 
able for these purposes. ‘ 
WYOMING.—H. 33 creates a division of 
dental health as a part of the state board 
of health. 


InTRODUCE BILL FoR NATIONAL 
DENTAL RESEARCH INSTITUTE 


A bill authorizing the appropriation 
of $1,730,000 for dental research was 
introduced into the Senate January 106 
by Sen. James E. Murray, Montana. The 
bill* would authorize the expenditure of 
one million dollars for the construction 
of a national institute for dental research 
as a part of the National Institute of 
Health at Bethesda, Md. The additional 


funds authorized would be used to foster . 


dental research by public and private 
agencies. 

The provisions of the bill would be 
administered by the Surgeon General of 
the United States Public Health Service 
in consultation with a national dental re- 
search advisory council of six members, 
four of whom must be members of the 
American Dental Association.

Army MepicaL DEPARTMENT 
Reveats Growtu Durinc War 


The -Army Medical Department re- 
cently released the following statistics 
in connection with the announcement 
that the Army had stopped the recruit- 
ing of physicians: The department has 
grown from 8,010 at the beginning of 
World War I until it now numbers 680,- 
891. Of this number, approximately 
44,651 are in the Medical Corps, 14,948 
in the Dental Corps, 2,012 in the Vet- 
erinary Corps, 2,364 in the Sanitary 
Corps, 15,078 in the Medical Adminis- 
trative Corps, fifty-nine in the Pharmacy 
Corps, and 40,305 in the Army Nurse 
Corps, and there are 559,327 enlisted 
men, 813 physical therapy aides and 
1,334 hospital dietitians.

Samuel Blair Luckie, one of the coun- 
try’s oldest dentists and vice president of 
the American Dental Association in 
1940-1941, died Decamber 20 of a heart 
attack in his home in Chester, Pa. He 
was 95 years old. 

Dr. Luckie was born in Reading, Pa., 
August 22, 1849. He established a prac- 
tice in Chester in 1875 and remained in 
active practice until February 1, 1944. 
He was a past president of the Chester 
and Delaware County Dental Society, 
the Pennsylvania State Dental Society, 
the Pennsylvania State Dental Council 
and the Examining Board of Pennsyl- 
vania. 

Dr. Luckie was noted for his regular 
attendance at all dental meetings and 
claimed the record of having missed at- 
tendance at only two or three of the 
national meetings since they were ini- 
tiated. He attended the Horace Wells 
Centenary Celebration at Hartford a 
little more than a week before his death. 

Mrs. Luckie and four sons survive. 


Iowa Dentist TAKES 
Mercy Rote 1n GREECE 


A recent press dispatch* reveals that 
Capt. Robert Moyers, U. S. Army Den- 
tal Corps, is taking an important part 
in saving the lives of Britons who were 
captured during the recent fighting in 
Greece. The following is the story filed 
from Athens: 


A game little Iowa dentist, the most popu- 
lar of all Americans in the Greek mountain 
guerrilla country, has left here to battle the 
snowdrifts on an errand that may gain him 
the gratitude of the whole British empire. 

He is Robert Moyers, 24, U. S. Army 
captain from Guthrie Center, Iowa. His mis- 
sion is to try to save the lives of Britons cap- 
tured by the ELAS and now snowed in and

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freezing on an abandoned racing stud farm 
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in Thessaly. 

Moyers and Capt. Harvey Dane, of New 
York City, have managed to bring about an 
ELAS-British agreement for release of the 


prisoners. Fliers, following directions of the 


two men, have dropped blankets to them. 

Moyers knows the snowbound Thessalian 
plateau better than many natives. As a mem- 
ber of the “Cloak and Dagger” force, he 
parachuted there in the autumn of 1943 and 
opened a chain of four secret hospitals for 
ELAS Guerrillas fighting the Germans. 

He is neither pro nor anti ELAS but acted 
as physician to Republican wounded when 
the Germans pincered the “Mountain Con- 
gress of Freedom’ near Karpenisi last sum- 
mer. 


PUBLIC HEALTH 


SuRGEON GENERAL ParrRAN ASKS 
FoR NATIONAL HEALTH PROGRAM - 


A national health program that would 
insure adequate health services to every 
person in the United States was advo- 
cated January 19 by Thomas Parran, 
Surgeon General of the Public Health 
Service, Federal Security Agency, at the 
opening of the Health Institute of the 
United Automobile Workers, C.1.O., in 
Detroit, Mich. 

The plan proposed would be operated 
through grants-in-aid to the state and 
would be sufficiently diversified to meet 
the needs of individual states. It would 
include: 

1. Financing the costs of medical care 
through tax supported programs, health 
insurance or a combination of both. 

2. Making tax funds available through 
grants-in-aid to the states for the con- 
struction of hospitals and health cen- 
ters in adequate numbers and equitably 
distributed throughout the country.

3. Ensuring adequate health and med- 
ical personnel through the expansion of 
professional education. 

4. Providing for the application of all 


available knowledge to the prevention of’ 


disease through full-time health depart- 
ments in every part of the country and 
the addition of such services as public 
health nursing, children’s dentistry, mem- 
tal hygiene and nutrition. 

5. Continuing support and encourage- 
ment to both public and private research 
in the medical sciences through grants- 
in-aid to qualified institutions. 

6. Meeting present deficiencies in the 
nation’s sanitary facilities through the 
construction of public water supplies, 
sewerage systems and pasteurization 
plants. 

“We in this country want nothing less 
than equal health opportunity for every 
citizen,” Dr. Parran said. “Medical sci- 
ence today is extraordinarily complex. 
The provision of adequate health care 
involves a great deal more than paying 
doctor’s bills, basic as that is. 

“Financing of medical care of the in- 
dividual as a part of the program for the 
total health care should include some 
arrangement for prepayment. For the 
individual family, I believe that the risks 
of illness should be met on a national 
basis, through insurance or public taxes, 
or a combination of both. Social insur- 
ance thus can contribute to the advance- 
ment of national health by spreading the 
cost of illness and by providing the wage 
earner compensation in lieu of wages 
when he is ill and unable to earn. Social 
insurance, however, no matter how com- 
plete, does not constitute a national 
health program. It is only part of it, 
and contributory toward it. 


“Increased Government funds for re- 
search should be available through 
grants-in-aid to scientific institutions as a 
part of the national health program. 
Medical research has been augmented 
during the war by federal support of 
public and private institutions. Future 


progress in national health depends 
heavily upon the discovery of better 
methods to prevent and cure diseases 
which cannot now be controlled because 
we lack the fundamental knowledge, 
Among these are cancer, heart disease 
and arthritis. A way to prevent or cure 
dental decay would save the people of 
this country millions of dollars every year 
in the cost of dental care. A preventive 
for the common cold would save indus- 
trial workers more than 30,000,000 days 
of pay now lost every year because of 
colds alone.”

The American Legion recently an- 
nounced a program to mobilize out- 
standing health authorities to advise on 
the mental and physical health needs 
of returning veterans. Capt. C. Ray- 
mond Wells, USNR, has been named

H. Renfrow has been appointed assistant 
chairman of the board. 

The full personnel of the committee 
follows: Col. Leonard G. Rowntree, 
chief, Medical Division, Selective Serv- 
ice System, chairman; Maj.

The California State Dental Associa- 
tion and the Southern California State 
Dental Association, according to the Los 
Angeles Daily News of January 13, have 
offered to cooperate in formulating the 
dental phases of any comprehensive 
health program that is developed under 
Gov. Earl Warren’s recent proposal* to 
establish a statewide compulsory health 
insurance system. This decision, accord- 
ing to Harry H. Bleecker, president of 
the Southern California State Dental 
Association, was reached on the basis of 
a two-year study by the state councils on 
dental health and after the two organiza- 
tions had been asked by the proponents 
of compulsory health insurance to state 
their attitude on the governor’s recom- 
mendations to the state legislature. 


According to the formal statement, 
issued on behalf of the two dental groups 
by Dr. Bleecker, “it is the unanimous 
opinion of members of the executive 
councils of the California State Dental 
Association and the Southern California 
State Dental Association that their repre- 
sentatives be authorized to cooperate in 
formulating the dental aspects of any 
comprehensive program for health serv- 
ice in which dental services are to be 
included.”
